Won First Prize for Broncho Riding. 


. The big G.W.V.A. Stampede is over 
and the citizens of Red Deer can 
well thank the Stampede committee, 
(Messrs. Streatfield annd Holmes, for 
three days of the most pleasing, ex- 
citing and novel entertainment ever 
witnessed here. They surely put this 
city back on the map as the livest city 
in the Province, and it is doubtful if 
the city ever got so much advertising 
in such a short space of time. 

As at first planned, the Stampede 
was to run only two days, but when it 
was found out that tt would ‘be impos- 
sible to properly run off all the con- 
tests in that time, the committee 
decided to ‘hold the finals on Saturday. 

The men picked by the G.W.V.A. 
executive 'to handle the Stampede end 
were Ray Bagley and Herb Welton, 
and they did their work to perfection. 
For the whole three days of the Stam- 
pede there was an almost continuous 
stream of wicked, bucking droncs, 
wild steers and bulls, mules and com- 
edy events coming out of the two 
main and ‘tthe emergency’ chutes 
erected on the grandstand side of the 
capacious corralls. 

‘Lieut.-Governor Brett arrived on the 
Thursday morning train from Edmon- 
ton, being met and welcomed by 
Mayor Collison, Major R. C. Lister, 
Vice-President and acting President 
of hte G.W.V.A., and Dr. McKenzie, 
Honorary President G.W.V.A. The 
Lieutenant-Governor was not in Stam- 
pede outfit, but gladly donned the big 
green kerchief supplied him by the 
committee. 

STAMPEDE DECORATIONS 


‘Never have the citizens spent so 
much time or trouble im decorating 
their premises and places of business 
as they did for the Stampede as a 
sign of their ‘welcome to the many 
visitors. Of course, the window dres- 
sing ‘was agitated greatly by the Vets. 
and they offered good prizes for the 
best dressed windows. Messrs. H. G. 
Stone, R. B. Welliver and Dan Smith 
were asked by the committee to 
judge the windows from «@ basis of the 
finest dressed business windows tn the 
city, special attention being given to 
originality, neatness and the amount 
of work. A. B. Mitchell’s window ‘was 
adjudged the winner, closely crowded 
by AlNn & Stephen's and Jack Ful- 
ton’s. Mitchell’s was a very original 
design and very beautiful also, being 
an arrangement of precious gems, 
small kewpfes dressed as cow-punch- 
ers land other things in stampede de- 
sign, Allin & Stephen's window was 
the best from a purely stampede point 
of view, as ‘there :were no foreign ele- 
ments in the display, but it lost the 
award because the judges were in- 
structed to consider suitability to the 
bussiness of the merchant. This was 
the reason why tthe splendid display 
of Jack Brazier was not in the 
awards. Jack Fulton’s window was 
not dressed a la stampede, but he had 
a very fine, attractive display of Men’s 
Wear tastefully displayed. Other very 
fine windows were Major Lister’s in 
R.B. Welliver’s office, Gaetz-Cornet’s, 
two in the W. EH. Lord Co’s stores, 
Jarvis-Goodey Harness Co., Bullock & 
Callender’s Furniture Exchange, D. B. 
Ross, Weaver Tire Service, Red Deer 
Bakery, P. E. Kent, B. Dennett and 
others. The Stampede prizes were 
displayed in the windows of the ‘Mc- 
Larty Hardware Co., and made a very 
fine showing. Nearly every business 
block in the city had the flag Sying 
and bunting out. The City Hall and 
Firehall was very noticeable in this 
respect, but dt was a fact that the 
buildings most noticeable were those 
that had up no decoration. 


THE PARADE 

The Stampede was really opened 
by the big parade on Thursday morn- 
ing. While a great deal of credit is 
due to the Veterans and the Rotary 
Club, and especially to President W. 
J. Botterill, for the arrangement and 
handling of tthe parade, the ones to 
whom thanks are chiefly due are those 
who went to the trouble and expense 
of taking part in the parade. And 
from the point of view of the kiddies, 
there is no doubt that Mr. Trimble and 
his crew of free ice cream distribu- 
tors were the heroes of the day. The 
only fault to find with the parade ‘was 
that it was very late in getting under 
way, and of necessity the Stampede 
at the fair grounds ‘was also late in 
getting started.

They fur- 
nished tots of excitement, but no 
harm.-was done. Many local people 
in big hats and kerchiefs were includ- 
ed in this part of the parade, but re- 
frained from demonstrations of fancy 
or trick riding.

It 
consisted of poles, switch board, wir- 
ing, etc., all mountned on a truck, and 
a pretty operator, Miss Jessie Wright, 
on the job. She had our number all 
right. The second prize float was 
that of the Red Deer Dairy Products 
Co. Four huge ice cream ‘cones sup- 
ported the corners, and the staff was 
on the job distributing free cones en- 
route. ‘Other good floats were those 
of ‘the Gaetz-Cornett Co. along musical 
Hines; the Girl Guides in a camping 
scene; the Imperial Oil Co., and Bul- 
lock & Callender. The most comic 
float was tthe Fordson tractor disguis- 
ed as Spark Plug and driven by Har- 
old Lavender as Barney Google. 

Marion Jarvis and Mr. Crosby's 
troop of Scouts carried off the prizes 
for the best decorated cars. Others 
in the parade were Fred Lund with a 
few Fords, Mrs. Law with a very 
prettily flower-decorated car, E. How- 
lett, the G.W.V.A., Rotary Club, the W. 
E. Lord Co., Wolf Cubs, and P. E. 
Kent. ‘Mr. Kent was blacked up and 
made a veny amusing clown. 

Thousands of people witnessed the 
parade, and as soon as it was. over 
they ‘started for the grounds for the 
next big event. 


The Stampede Events 


There were about fifty cowboys in 
attendance from all over Alberta and 
pants of the United States. Among 
them were Eddie and Slim Watrin 
and ‘Clown” Geo. McIntosh from !High 
River, Casey Patterson, Casey 
Bethune, _Slim Robins, C. Anderson 
and Helmer, Wetaskiwin, Jim Ross, 
Bert and Fabe Long, Elnora, Geo. 
McEaddie, Ponoka, Pete Lutz, Abe 
O'Neill, Spokane Myers, Spokane, 
Wash., John Gray, Raymond, Chas. 
McDonald, Dan McDonald, W. Silver- 
berg, L. Bruce, The Mormon Kid, Pat 
Smith, Coyote Frank, J. Ingram, Dan 
Johnson, Curly, J. Kipling, Tom Laud- 
er, and W. Boomer. 

Norah Wells, of Edmonton South, 
and Miss Jamieson, of Delburne, fur- 
nished the thrills in the ladies’ riding 
events. 

Before the crowd were comfortably 
seated in the grandstand, the animals 
were coming out of the chutes, and 
they kept coming thick and fast all 
afternoon and all the next day. Nev- 
er in Alberta has such bucking and 
consistent good riding been seen. Niot 
a horse came out that did mot give its 
rider a fight, and while all the riders 
were good, many were disqualified by 
grabbing leather or biting the dust. 
One bad accident marred the enter- 
tainment when Herb Welton was 


kicked by one very wild horse and 
his leg broken below the knee. Miss: 
Jamieson ‘thrilled the crowd ‘by her 


nde of a black bull; Jim Ross and 
Slim Watrin electrified them by their 
daring in the bull-dogging, and nearly 
all the cowboys amused ‘them with 
their futile efforts to rope frisky calv- 
es. Clown McIntosh was on the job 
all the time and never left the crowd 
a dull minute. 

Seventeen riders reached the semi- 
finals in the grand bronch-riding com- 
petition and only five reached the 
Saturday finals. These were the two 
Watrin boys. Johnnie Gray, Spokane 
Myers and George McIntosh. Slim 
struck atartarand grabbed leather to 
avoid being piled. Johnnie Gray and 
Spokane, who had stuck to saddle rid- 
ing and had entered no other events, 
finally got second and first money, but 
only after the most sensational riding 
of the Stampede. Eddie Watrin took 
third money. 

Outside of the riding, Jim Ross, the 
local favorite, was away in the lead. 
He got in on first money in six 
events out of eight events entered in 
and carried off the $100.00 cup dofiat- 
ed by A. B. Mitchell, jeweller. 

On the track the section of the 
Lord Strathcona Horse, Const. Reay, 
of the A.P.P. Rimbey, and Major Lis- 
ter of the 78th Battery, gave a very 
fine exhibition each day of tent peg- 
ging with lance and sabre, high jump- 
ing, etc. The money in these events 
was divided between the Strathcona 
Horse and Const. Reay. 

The racing was of very high order. 
There were about twenty Indian 
horses in at first, but unfortunately 
these were called home by the Agent 
at Hobbema before the completion of 
the first day’s program. The other 
races were divided between W. E. Pix- 
ley, E. Lobb, Doc. Pruitt and C. Ander- 
son, with Pixley getting the  lion’s 
share of the money with his thorough- 
breds. 

The democrat race was good, but 
the entry was too small to arouse the 
interest of the crowd to any great ex- 
tent. Casey Bethune was unable to 
enter as he had sold his winning team 
at Calgary. Tom Lauder, of Wetas- 
kiwin, carried off the money, with 
Boomer second.

The Midway and Carnival 


The big event of the Carnival was 
the queen contest. This raged up to 
three o’clock Friday afternoon, when 
the final votes were counted and the 
result announced that Miss Lena 
White was the winner, with Miss 
Florence Lund a close second and 
Miss Helene Usherwood third. All 
these girls worked very hard, and the 
winners deserve all praise. Great 
credit is also due to Harding Brewer- 
ton, who had charge of the contest 
and who worked very energetically 
all through to make it a success. 

On the Midway were found all the 
games of chance usually associated 
with the fairs in the city, but they 
were run on the square all the time. 
Of course the odds were greatly 
against the people who played, but 
that is only to be expected. The dolls: 
and other articles were very much 
sought after, especially when Percy 
Kent was exhorting them to specu- 
late. ‘Crown and Anchor and Housie 
Housie were very popular with both 
sexes. 

The big event on the midway was 
the wrestling bouts. The crowd were 
of course rooting for Bennie Reeves, 
the local favorite, but unfortunately 
he was eliminated by Ernie Arthurs, 
Canadian lightweight champion, in the 
first round. Arthurs got a toe hold 
early in the bout, and as the crowd 
were making so much noise did not 
hear Reeves give in and as a result 
before the bout could be stopped 
Reeves’ leg was sprained so badly 
The 
second bout was between Arthurs and 
Keiser of Wetaskiwin. The latter is. 
a young fellow, very fast, and has a 
great future in the wrestling game. 
This bout was the best of the lot for 
excitement as they went at top speed 
for half an hour without either party 
securing a fall. On Friday the first 
bout was between Jean Connors of 
Vancouver, nephew of Jim Connors: 
of Red Deer, and Keiser. Connors 
speedily showed his superiority and 
secured two falls in a short time. He 
showed wonderful sportsmanship also 
as on one occhsign he had a toe hold 
and voluntarily released it. Connors 
gained the support of the fans and 
had them back of him at the final 
bout between he and Arthurs. AS 
was generally expected by those who 
had witnessed the previous bouts, he 
threw Arthurs with comparative ease. 
We understand that by arrangemont 
between the contestants the title of 
Dominion champion was not at stake. 

The boxing that was advertised fell 
through because the contestants refus- 
@1 to abide by their contract and de- 
r.acded a greater share of the gates, 
which the committee properly refus- 
ed. 

The dance hall on the grounds was 
not large enough to hold the crowds 
wanting to dance. It was so crowded 
that there is no doubt that many who 
were poor enough sports to try to 
dodge payment, did so with ease. 

Many of the booths were occupied 
and operated by returned Vets., who 
offered their services without charge, 
but the committee were disappointed 
at the number who did so, as they 
were compelled to pay many and so 
cut down the gross receipts. 

Mention must be made of the Mec- 
Donat or Calgary Kiddies, who per- 
formed twice daily in fronnt of the 
grandstand, They gave a charming 
exhibition of dancing. 

The winner of the grand prize 
phonograph for the holder of the 
lucky ticket was Miss Ruth Comer of 
Edwell. 

The holders of the lucky tickets in 
the Queen confest or in the refriger- 
ator raffle have not vet been decided. 


Those in Charge 
A very great deal of credit is due to 
Chief Streatfield, who was entirely 
responsible for the stampede end of 
the program. The riders who took 
part all stated that it was better than 
the Calgary stampede from the point 
of view of the number and merit of 
contestants and horses, and all state 
that they will be back if Red Deer at-} 
tempts another similar event. J. T., 
Holmes, with the assistance of Jake’ 
Smith, of Calgary, was in entire 
charge of the carnival and midway, 
performances, and they exceeded any-| 
thing ever seen in the city. The: 
finance committee were L. Leigh and 
GC. S. Crosby, and these men had to 
bear the brunt of a great deal of 
work during every day of the stam- 
pede. They are not yet able to arate 
for publication the result financially | 
of the effort to raise money for the 
hall in Red Deer, but this will appear 
later. The Boy Scouts were very ac- 
tive in assistance, and it is hard to 
see how the committee could have got 
along without them. The refreshment 
end was most capably handled by the 
Ladies’ Hospital Aid and the LO.D K., 
and the ladies in these organizations 
earned the thanks of the committee | 
and of everyone who attended ‘the; 
fair grounds. W. E. Trueman handled | 
the work well of keeping the booths 
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supplied with stuff toisell. 

Taken all through, the Stampede 
was an event that will be .emember- 
ed in'Red Deer for many years. The 
advertising given the city was incal- 
culable. It was shown that, given a 
good cause, everyone would get be- 
hind it with the old enthusiasm and 
effort. Had the time/not been during 
harvest the crowds would have been 
without doubt the biggest that had 
ever attended the city for any event. 


CHARLES CRUICKSHANK 
PASSES AWAY. 


Charles Cruickshank passed quietly 
‘away at the home of Mr. and Mrs. W. 
A. McKinney, West Park, Saturday 
afternoon, following a stroke on 
Tuesday of last week, aged 79 years 
and ten months. he 

Deceased was born on a farm close 
to Banff, in Banffshire, Scotland, serv- 
ed his time as a milkwright in Aber- 
deenshire, married Margaret Dow, 
and came to Canada with his wife 
and two sons, Alex and John, when 
he was 30 years old, settling in Pem- 
broke, Ont., where he resided close to 
eighteen years as a contractor and 
builder. His first wife died about 
nine years after he came to Canada, 
and two years later he was married 
to Agnes Dow, a niece of his first 
wife. 

‘He came to Alberta in 1890, and 
took a position with W. H. Cushing, 
Calgary. In 1891 he came to Red 
Deer and assisted in the construction 
of the residence of the late Dr. 
Leonard Gaetz, now owned by G. W. 
Smith, M.L.A. Mr. Cruickshank built 
or assisted to build practically every 
building in those early days in Red 

eer. He and his two oldest sons 
took up farms in Balmoral on the 
section at present occupied by Dugald 
Pyke, and moved. his Wife and the rest 
of the family to Red Deer. At this 
time he had three children by his first 
wife, ‘besides Alex and John, namely, 
Agnes, Charles and Margaret, and 
by his second wife he had one daugh- 
ter, Annie. 

His children born in Alberta are 
Roy, George, Eva, Charles (called af- 
ter the older Charles killed in the 
South African war), and besides 
there was a baby boy, Ralph, who 
only lived a few months. His second 
wife died in 1912. All the surviving 
members of the family were at his 
bedside when he passed away on 
Saturday afternoon. 

The late Mr. Cruickshank was a 
deep thinker, and for years he tried 
to develop a power by the combined 
forces of gravity, atmospheric pres- 
sure and water, and many times he 
thought he had made a great discov- 
ery, but he failed to reach the. suc- 
cessful point. He was an original and 
caustic writer, and took a strong in- 
terest in municipal affairs. 

The funeral took place on Monday 
afternoon from the Orme Funeral 
Home to the Red Deer Cemetery, the 

ev. W. G. Brown conducting ‘the 
service. The casket was covered with 
wreaths of flowers from relatives and 
friends. The pall bearers were G. W. 
Smith, Geo. White, R. L. Gaetz, F. W. 
Galbraith, P. Pidgeon and J. A. 
Carswell. :

BANKS WILL ADVANGE 
MAXIMUM AMOUNT 
‘TO ALBERTA POOL 


Banks Want to Know About Eleva- 
tors and Personnel of Actual 
Management. 


Winnipeg, Sept. 14—The $15,000.- 
000 mentioned in reports from Calgary 
as having been offered by the banks 
to finance the operations of the Al- 
berta wheat pool represents the maxi- 
mum amount mentioned by the pool 
representatives in the negotiations in 
Winnipeg with the Bankers’ associa- 
tion, according to a prominent mem- 
ber of this association last night. 

He stated that the banks will be 
quite willing to do business with the 
Alberta pool in the way of financing 
any wheat that the pool board might 
have at the lake front at Fort William, 
provided, of course, that proper as- 
surances of protection in the matter 
of credit were given by the pool auth- 
orities. 

Before any definite arrangement 
could be entered into, however, the 
exact position with regard to elevators 
the personnel of the actual manage- 


set forth. 
Speaking generally it could be stat- 
ed that if everything was satisfactory 


to the banks, they would certainly 
undertake to do business with the 
pool just as they would with any 
organization or individual when the 
usual provisions safeguarding credit 
are made. Any impression which 
might have been formed that the 


wheat pool would experience difficulty 
in financing its operations 
the Canadian banks. simply because 
it was a new organization adopting a 
new method of marketing wheat, was 
absolutely unwarranted, he stated. 
Asked what would be the attitude 
of the banks toward the Saskatchewan 
pool, the promoters of which are re- 
ported to be anxious to go ahead this 
year in spite of the fact that the de- 
sired fifty per cent. of the acreage has 
not been signed up, he stated that, so 
far, the Bankers’ association had not 


been detinitely approached by the 
Saskatchewan pool representatives. 
In any negotiations which had been 


bpened in Winnipeg, it was only Al- 
berta representatives that had taken 


part. The attitude of the banks, 
however, would be practically the 
same as in the case of the Alberta 


pool. 

So long as credit was safeguarded 
in a way satisfactory to the banking 
institutions, they would do business 
with any organization in Saskatche- 
wan that handled wheat, as the banks 
had to support the grain carrying 
movement.

“OPEN DOOR” FOR 
IMMIGRANTS 


Thousands from Europe 
Asset to Canada 


Tens of 


Ottawa, September 12.—Plans are 
being laid for next season in the ex- 
pectation that immigration to Canada 
will show a marked increase, accord- 
ing to a statement of immigration 
policy issued here last night by Hon. 
J. A. Robb, minister of the depart- 
ment. 

With the certainty of a bountiful 
harvest, the statement says, which in 
Western Canada exceeds that of any 


previous, years, and -the prospects of, 
‘better times returning, not only for, 


farming but also fof Other industries, 
the government will pursue an. ade- 
quate immigration policy. 


Gist of Statement 

The statement continues: 

“The restrictive regulations that 
were found necessary during the re- 
construction period, most of which 
have already been cancolled, croated 


in the minds of many people abroad 
doubt as to their welcome in Canada 
and their ability to meet the stan- 
dards set up. It is believed that the 
time has come to extend operations 
with a view to encouraging the immi- 
gration of the largest possible number 
of those classes that Canada can now 
absorb.” 


An Asset to Canada 


While there are some who immi- 
grated to Canada who are not suited 
owing to physical, moral or industrial 
unfitness, says the statement, or be- 
cause they belong to races that can- 
not be assimilated without social or 
economic loss to Canada, there are 
at the same time in Great Britain and 
continental Europe tens of thousands 


of skilled and unskilled workers (not, 


agriculturists) who would be an asset 
to Canada {f steady employment could 
be found for them. 


An adequate Immigration policy, it 
{s pointed out, must recognize that 
while Canada requires increased popu- 
lation, quality rather than quantity 
must count; that British {mmigration 
must hold first place in the pro- 
gramme;; and that the selection of 
Canada’s new settlers must have due 
regard to physical, industrial and 


financial fitness, and the Dominion’s 
power of absorption. 


Land Settlers Needed 


The greatest need is for those able 
and willing to settle on the land and 
assist in agricultural development. 

While capital is essential to imme- 
diate land settlement, its absence will 
not close the road to prosperity to 
those strong’of hand and stout of 
heart, determined to succeed. 

“The open door policy will prevail 
for those classes likely to succeed and 
for whom there is a demand,” the 


statement continues. “In the inter- 

ests of the immigrant and of Canada, 

determination of fitness will, as far as 

possible, take place before the immi- 

Brant leaves his own country. : 
Facilities Offered 

“Facilities will be offered for the 
Immigration of such skilled and un- 
skilled labor (other than agricultural) 
as Canada may require from time to 
time. 

“As the British Isles alone cannot 
furnish a sufficient quota of the 
agricultural classes, efforts will ‘be 
made to encourage immigration from 


certain areas of the continert of 
Europe and from the United States. 

“In co-operation with the British 
government under the terms of the 
Empire Settlement Act, it is proposed 
to extend the schemes affording as- 
sistance to those of the agricultural 
and houseworker classes from the 
mother country.” 

The statement concludes with the 
announcement that with a view to 
placing farm workers and settlers to 
the best advantage, the Soldiers’ 
Settlement Board has been allied with 
the department of immigration. It 
is recognized that the flow of ! mi- 
gration must be natural, and mwifegs 
settlement Is more attractive, {it will 
not have any permanent benefit.

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RED DEER - ALBERTA 
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SINCERITY IN SPEECH 


In reading stories of the Orient ‘from 
Turkey to China most of us have no 
doubt sometimes wonderéd a little at 
the extravagant forms of address used 
in these countries, especially from an 
inferior to a superior. “Radiance of 
the World,” “Omnipotent Lord of 
Kings,” “Thou at whose frown all the 
world trembles,” and so on. We are 
sometimes inclined to wonder how 
those who use these ludicrous expres- 
sions and those who hear them used 
can keep their faces straight and 
avoid shouting with laughter at the 
absurdity of them. We may even 
think they are an indication of a 
complete lack of elementary humour 
on the part of the peoples of these 
lands. 

We might do well to turn our eyes 
nearer homé before we definitely 
form any such opinions and ask our- 
selves whether there is not some- 
thing of the same kind in practice 
amongst ourselves. Is there not a 
considerable amount of almost equal- 
ly ludicrous insincerity shown in 
many of our public speeches? Have 
we not all of us heard long eulogies 
pronounced amid a chorus of “hear, 
hear’ and applause upon people for 
whom neither the speaker nor the 
audience had any other feeling except 
complete indifference or even dislike. 
Yet such speeches are listened to 
quite solemnly. They are regarded as 
perhaps a ltitle tedious but nothing 
worse than that. They are simply 
part of the current social conventions 
just as are the fantastic titles used in 
oriental lands which we have just al- 
luded to. By the way we might also 
remind our readers that for sheer ab- 
surdity nothing can well surpass the 
titles and names in use among the 
Klu Klux Klan, and even among 
other slightly more reputable orders 
or fellowships. However, to return to 
the question of speeches, we have 
ourselves heard a speech on the moral 
progress of the Dominion delivered to 
a large crowd of Canadian citizens 
by a man who notoriously had been 
with difficulty kept sober for the oc- 
casion by his friends. (This was in 
the dear dead days before—we mean 
that it was a very Jong time ago). Yet 
nobody seemed to feel that there was 
anything wrong with this oration. It 
was not regarded as being delivered 
in a vein of bitter sarcasm. We have 
also heard a man say that He had 
come to shudder at the sound of that 
jovial song “For he’s a jolly good fel- 
low” through having heard it re- 
peatedly dragged out in honour of 
hopelessly uninspiring nonentities, 
who were neither jolly nor yet good. 

This habit of indiscriminate eulogy 
seems to be unfortunaely on the in- 
crease among us in all quarters from 
the lowest to the highest. In the Brit- 
ish Parliament there appears to be a 
tendency to demand that whenevera 
prime minister or ex-prime minister 
dies, a statue should be at once erect- 
ed in memory of him in Westminster 
Abbey, however mediocre he may 
have been as a prime minister, where- 
as formerly this high honour was re- 
served for only the outstanding figures 
in the world’s history. It is a practice 
which once started is most difficult to 
stop because of the singularly un- 
grateful and ungracious character of 
the task imposed on anybody of op- 
posing a tribute to a man lately dead. 
Yet the memorial to the younger Pitt, 
surely one of the greatest British 
statesmen of all time, was officially op- 
posed in the House of Commons at 
the time of his death, and the opposi- 
tion was not thought out of place in 
those who had disapproved of his 
policy. 

It is the same in more’ humble 
epheres. If the acting-deputy-assis- 
tant-under-postmaster of a one-store 
village leaves for some place 15 miles 
or so down the line, it is nowadays 


thought necessary to give him the 
Nearest approzch to a banquet that 
the place can devise, and all the local 
worthies, including probably all the 
competitors for his job after his de- 


parture, turn up, and a. after oan- 
other express thelr tearful and undy- 
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ing regret that their dear old friend 
(they have probablf known him less 
than a year) should be thus refit from 
their midst by the mysterious dictates 
of am unrelenting and indiscriminat- 
inng Providence, and that never, never, 
will they see his like again—at least 
until his successor follows him down 
the line. (Then comes the For he’s 
a jolly good fellow stage, words, tunes 
and feelings varying not a little). 
Thereafter the Jolly Good Fellow, who 
has been privately thanking Heaven 
fervently that he is going to escape 
from this one-eyed dead-and-alive hole, 
gets up and says that if they regret 
his departure, their regret is nothing 
compared to his at going, that he will 
always think of them and the place 
with the utmost affection, and his one 
hope is that circumstances will allow 
him to revisit ‘them soon and often. 

It sounds perhaps harmless enough, 
but it really is not so. There is a 
degradation of the faculty of speech 
involved in such occasions that is 
really mischievous. It is in the same 
category as the crying of “Wolf” when 
there is no real danger. Its effect is 
that when there is real occasion for 
the expression of regard and respect, 
the means of expressing it are want- 
ing, for they have all been used up 
already in these insincere and value 
less demonstrations. “A Janguage 
which is constantly being overstra‘in- 
ed and lavishly drawn on for super- 
latives on every trivial occasion be- 
comes a bankrupt and weakened 
language incapable of effective expres- 
sion on occasions of real moment. 
The process has gone further in the 
United States than with us, but the 
tendency is here ‘too, and the sooner 
we all make an effort to curb our or- 
dinary speech within moderate limits, 
the better it will be. 


THE IRISH ELECTIONS 


The results of ithe first election for 
the Free State of Ireland’s Parliament 
are not as satisfactory as at first 
seemed likely. It was generally ex- 
pected that the people of Southern 
Ireland had had such a bitter experi- 
ence of what Republicanism meant 
that they would wholly repudiate it at 
the polls, and the first results an- 
nounced seemed to bear ‘out this ex- 


pectation, but the final results show 
that approximately from one-third to 


one-fourth of the seats have fallen to 
the Republicans. The Free State 
government party have not secured 
an absolute majority over the other 
parties, Independents, Labour, Far- 
mers and Republicans, Inasmuch as 
all of these non-government parties 
except the Republicans are in favour 
of the treaty with Great Britain, these 
results are not likely to raise any 
acute difficulties between Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, but they are likely to 
make things distinctly difficult for 
the present government party. Only 
by compromise and coalition, tempor- 
ary or permanent, can the government 
be carried on, and it is uncertain yet 
how far such a coalition can be ar- 
ranged. The really disturbing ele- 
ment in the result is that it shows 
that there is still a quite considerable 
section of Southern Ireland unalter- 
ably opposed to any reasonable com- 
promise with Great Britain, and ready 
to expose their country to all the mis- 
eries of renewed war rather’ than 
agree to such compromise. The mili- 
tary strength of the Free State gov- 
ernment is probably great enough ‘to 
prevent any very effective renewal of 
the civil war by the Republicans, but 
the latter can still cause the govern- 
ment great anxiety and probably a 
good deal more than anxiety. It has 
been a tradition of centuries that 
Irishmen could not agree and act 
together, but the Irish themselves 
have always maintained ‘that this 
was merely due to the fact that Eng- 
land had never given them the chance 
to agree and work together. Now 
they have got their chance, but their 
behaviour at the outset is none too 
| promising for the future. It is, of 
. course, far too early to say that they 
cannot develop the capacity for order- 
ed and peaceful co-operation, and it is 
to be earnestly hoped that they will 
do so, both for their own sake and 
that of their country, over which for 
so long a tragic doom has seamed to 
hover. They cannot expect, and they 
would certainly resent, help and ad- 
vice ‘from outside. They have made 
Sinn Fein, “Ourselves Alone,’ their 
watchword, and themselves alone they 
must face the immediate future, how- 
ever difficult and possihly disastrous 
such future may be. 


LYNCHING IN THE STATES 


Judging by the newspaper reports, 
lave cases of lynching of negroes in 
the States are still frequent. The in- 
, cideats cf these cases are very sim- 


{lar to one another. There {s. an 
assault or an alleged assault by a 
negro or negroes on a white woman or 
child, a flight and pursuit by a 
sheriff’s posse or a mob of whites, a 
capture, and then with apparently lit- 
tle or no trial or investigation even 
of the most informal kind the negro 
is shot, hanged or burned at _ the 
stake, a terrible mode of punishment 
for which it is hard to see a defence. 

The explanation of these cases {s 
comparatively clear. Especialiy in 
the Southern States the negro is in- 
creasing in numbers fast. His stan- 
dard of civilization is as a rule low. 
In many cases he is practically a 
savage, and a dangerous and brutal 
savage. His atititude towards the 
dominant white race is ‘increasingly 
defiant, not to say hostile. The whit- 
es of the South ‘have never lost their 
attitude of regarding the negro as 
little ‘better than a domestic animal 
and one which must at all costs never 
be allowed to attain a position of 
equality with the whites, far less one 
of superiority. They have always 
been reluctant and more or less suc- 
cessfully reluctant to concede to the 
negro in practice the political rights 
or the position before the courts of 
law which in theory were given to him 
after the Civil War. He is still in 
their eyes something like an animal to 
be kept strictly in his place while ha 
behaves and ruthlessly destroyed if 
he does not. Added to this is the 
notorious slowness and inefliciency of 
the criminal law all over the States. 

That being so, the whites of che 
South are always aggressively on 
guard against what they look upon as 
a real and terrible danger from the 
negroes, and knowing from their 
own experiences the inferior character 
of their criminal courts, they refuse 
to allow the guilty negro any chance 
of profittine hy the slowness and 
weakness of these courts. They argue 
that it is bette: to take the chance of 
murdering an innocent man than the 
risk of allowing this mass of semi- 
savages to get it into their heads that 
they can challenge the supremacy of 
the whites. They further argue that 
the more public and the more terrible 
the character of these lynchings, the 
wider is their effect spread, and the 
less often they have to be resorted to. 

The British Bmpire contains many 
lands where an exceedingly small 
minority of white people are miain- 
taining British authority, British jus- 
tice, British civilization and British 
peace among hordes of semi-savages, 
and are doing so almos: entirely by 
virtue of a prestige which alone saves 
them from immediate death. Such 
prestige must at times be maintained 
by methods quicker and surer than 
those of even the most efficient law 
courts. We should therefore be slow 
to condemn the people of the United 
States if they too resort to non- 
judicial methods to guard against 
what they consider a great danger. 
Yet, when all that is said, it is impos- 
sible to regard the frequency of these 
lynchings with anything but disap- 
proval, and the circumstances which 
sometimes accompany them cannot 
escape whole-hearted denunciation. It 
is said that in some cases these lynch- 
ings have come to be regarded al- 
most as public entertainments; that 
crowds including women and children 
attend them as if to witness a base- 
ball match, and that even cine- 
matograph pictures have been taken 
of negroes being burnt at the stake. 
There can be no defence for this. It 
points to an increasing degradation 
and brutalization of the population 
generally. Such things are not the 
outcome of a stern demand of a 
menaced people for swift and certain 
punishment of a _ criminal savage. 
They are the barbarous expression of 
a demoralized craving for enjoyment 
in the torture of another human _be- 
ing. All mobs tend to be cruel, but 
it seems that the mobs of hot southern 
countries tend to be cruel in a gloat- 
ing, blood-thirsty fashion which is 
simply revolting to the normal Anglo- 
Saxon mind, at least in modern times. 
We have to remember that it is less 
than 300 years ago since fashionable 
people in England used to attend and 
watch the torturing of criminals or 
suspected criminals much as they now 
attend a cricket match. 

There is something very ominous 
about this development in the States. 
It seems to mean either that the char- 
acter of the people is slipping back to 
the brutality of a by-gone age, or that 
it is changing under the influence of 
climate and the admixture of immi- 
grant blood from Southern Europe, 
and is taking on that lawless emotion- 
al cruelty which is characteristic of 
races living in southern and_ semi- 
tropical countries. 

Not lawless and cruel lynching is 
the answer to the negro menace in 
the south, but the reform and streng- 
thening of the law and equally the re- 
form and education of the negro. The 
general adoption of the former method 
would go far to prove the breakdown 
of American civilization.

It is im- 
erative that all threshers be licensed, 
and those who do not display their 
licenses when asked to do so by the 
authorities are liable to prosecution.

SPANISH KING STANDS 
BEHIND REVOLUTIONARY 
ARMY OFFICERS 


Cabinet Resigns When the Premier Is 
Refused Right to Punish Revolters 


Madrid, ‘September 14.—King Aj- 
fonso this afternoon asked Captain 
general Primo Rivera, leader of the 
military movement against the 
Alhucemas cabinet to form a govern: 
ment. 

It was announced by Captain- 
general Munoz ‘Cobo of Madrid, who 
is charged with the maintenance of 
public order, that a proclamation of 
martial law was nesessary. 


Madrid, September 14—The Span- 
ish cabinet resigned this morning. 
King Alfonso has returned to _ the 
capital. 

‘On leaving the station, the king pro- 
‘ceeded dircet to the palace, where he 
had a conference with Premier 
Alhucemas. : 

It fs understood that the premier 
requested his majesty to grant the 
government facilities for punishment 
of the military revolters in Barcelona 
and elsewhere. The king refused and 
the premier thereupon submitted the 
resignation of the entire cabinet. 

Govern Without Parliament 

The newspaper A. B. C. says it 
understands that Primo Rivera, cap- 
tain-general of Barcelona, and leader 
of the military movement against the 
government, will preside over a direc- 
torate composed of competent  offi- 
cilals, who will assume charge of the 
various industries. Meanwhile civil- 
jans of proved capacity and independ. 
ent of politics will be sought to form | 
a cabinet to replace the directorate. | 

The newspaper says the present pro- ' 
gramme is to govern with out parlia- 
ment, which will be dissolved. New 
election ‘will not be held as long as 
the present political conditions pre- 
vail. 

Cleaning Up Politics 

Barcelona, Sept. 14.—Leaders of the 
military movement are keeping for- 
eigners under close serveillance, and 
are granting to only a few persons 
permission to cross the frontier. 

Captain-General Primo Rivera ex- 


plained, in an interview, that the 
purpose of the movement was 
“cleaning up politics and making 


them honest.” Its\cause, he asserted, 
was “the obstinacy of the govern- 
ment in refusing to get rid of a 
baneful ministry whom it forced upon 
the people and the king.” 

The revolt has extended to Madrid, 
according to Rivera, although the 
officers there have been kept to 
their barracks,
